DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to communications filed 5 January 2005. 

2. Per Applicant's request, amended claims 1,10 and 19 have been entered. Claims 1-27 are 
pending. 

3. Claims 1-27 have been examined. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-13 of the Response, filed 27 August 2004, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1-4, 6, 10-13, 15, 19-22 and 24 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), and the rejection of 
claims 5, 7-9, 14, 16-18, 23 and 25-27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter and Examiner's Statement ofReason(s) for Allowance 

5. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest found prior art of record, U.S. Patent 6,032,198 to Fujii et al., taken alone or in 
combination with U.S. Patent Application Publication 2002/0147855 Al to Lu, fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest a method for generating makefiles for collections in accordance with 
independent claim 1. Specifically, Fujii et al., does not teach or reasonably suggest receiving a request to 
generate a makefile for a collection, accessing collection information for said collection, classifying said collection 
information with a content chssifier means, and generating a makefile for said collection with a collection makefile 
generator means, wherein collections are data structures comprised of a collection specifier and collection content 
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containing ^ero or more collection files, and wherein a collection specifier contains information about a collection 
instance } and wherein collection membership information describes collection content, . . (claim 1). Similar 
limitations are recited in independent claims 10 and 19. 

Instead, Fujii discloses a method for supporting the design of a plurality of programs 
distributed on a network, wherein the relation between programs is defined and converted into an 
interface definition language. A makefile is then generated for application maintenance. However, 
Fujii does not disclose a process of accessing collection information for collections in a system, 
classifying said collection information with a collection content classifier, and generating the 
makefile for said collection with a collection makefile generator means. Note pages 7-13 of the 
applicant's Response.
